and Herman, adm itted complicity in 
th e killing of y ottng« *r Hodell, « » ffi- 
clals said. 
Robert Bennett, a farm 
hand, the fifth person hel<l In con­ 
nection with th e slay ing, content!« » « ! 
he was Innocent. 
Telling of the slay ing of her h us ­ 
band. Mrs. Hodell Is alleged to hav e 
s a i d : 
"W e had q uarrel freq uently . 
He 
was ly ing on th e cot with his face to 
the wall, und I picked up a rolling 
pin nn<! lilt him on th e hack of the 
head as hartl as 1 could. 
One of my 
broth« *rs was nearby and as Romie 
was still aliv e, he hit him again. 
"W e then called my mother, H er­ 
man and Bennett, and th« » men put 
the body In a wagon an« ! drov e to 
the barn. 
They put a harness line 
around his neck to make It look as 
th ough he had kille« ! himself." 
Neighbors of th e Hodells formed 
a ly nching party on J uly 30th, an« l 
put ropes around th e necks of the 
Dudgeon hoy s. 
They the n confessed 
th a t Bennett killed the y ounger Ho­ 
dell, and claimed he forced them to 
aid In disposing of the body . 
This 
confession they later repudiated. The 
five are being held for trial.

BRIDE OF SON, ACCORDING TO 
CONFESSION, ADMITTED KILL­ 
ING FATHER-IN-LAW

persons today had confessed, author 
ities claimed, to the m urder of David 
Hodell and his son. 
The father was 
killed on F ebruary 4th, and the son 
three months later. 
Mrs. Medie Hodell, 26, th e bride of 
Ronde, the son, according to the con­ 
fession made public, 
adm itted 
she 
killed her father-in-law. 
‘‘He was old and feeble, and I de­ 
cided he w'ould he better off dead.” 
The girl admitted, according to 
authorities, th a t she had put a ‘‘tea­ 
spoonful of arsenic in his coffee at 
noon and he died a Hliort time after, 
Just as he was going after an arm 
full of wood.” 
Mrs. Alice Dudgeon, 
the 
girl's 
mother, and her two brothers, Lee 
and Herman, admitted complicity in 
the killing of younger Hodell, offi­ 
cials said. 
Robert Bennett, a farm 
hand, the fifth person held in con­ 
nection with the slaying, contended 
he was innocent. 
Telling of the slaying of her hus­ 
band, Mrs. Hodell is alleged to have 
s a i d : 
‘‘We had quarrel frequently. 
He 
wras lying on the cot with his face to 
the wall, and I picked up a rolling 
pin and hit him on the hack of the 
head as hard as I could. 
One of my 
brothers was nearby and as Ronde 
was still alive, he hit him again. 
‘‘We then called my mother, Her­ 
man and Bennett, and the men put 
the body in a wagon and drove to 
tile barn. 
They put a harness line 
around Ids neck to make it look as 
though he had killed himself." 
Neighbors of the Hodells formed 
ly nchin g party on July 30th, and 
put ropes around the necks of th* 
Dudgeon boys. 
They then confessed 
hat Bennett killed the younger Ho­ 
dell, and claimed he forced them to 
aid in disposing of the body. 
This 
onfession they later repudiated 
five are being held for trial.

Upon De V alera’s resignation, fol- 
owiiig ills defeat In the Dali on tho 
ratification issue, Griffith w h h elected 
in his place and became first presi­ 
dent of t i c Dull cabinet under the 
peace treaty with Britain. 
He originated this cabinet J a n u ­ 
ary IO, 1922, the day after De Valer i 
quit. 
Before negotiation

Free State treaty, Griffith was one 
of the leaders of the Sinn Fein reb 
els. 
He was arrested by the British 
and was in Jail for a considerable 
period Immediately prior to the truce 
in Ireland which preceded negotia­ 
tions of the treaty.

lea se d am ong other Sinn Fein pris­ 
oners at that time. 
Griffith was regarded by many as 
the strongest of all the Irish lenders. 
He was born In Dublin In 1872, the 
son of A rthur Griffith, the printer.

Problem)» of th« - American farmer 
and « top« lining taken by the gov­ 
ernment to aid In « olvlng them were 
the theme of an address here by Sen­ 
ator Frank B. Kellogg, who enrne at 
tio- invitation of Redwood 
county 
men to discuss tlie topic before a 
farmer audience. 
Senator Kellogg 
discussed legislation 
congress 
has 
passed in the Interests of 
the farm ­ 
ers, and spoke from Intimate know­ 
ledge, for he had a hand In framing 
all of it, and was the special spoil 
sor for some of the Important bills. 
Mr. Kellogg agreed with President 
Harding, however, that the countrv 
needs "more business In government 
and less government In business” and 
decried the tendency to go to the gov­ 
ernment for every thing. 
That the government shall go Into 
buy ing and selling, or shall issua 
money to relieve hard 
times, 
h** 
termed “economic fallacies” often 
demonstrated In the history of the 
world. 
Demagogues Aotive in U. S. 
“ We might as well be liomwt wit It 
ourselves,’’ lie said. 
"There are dem ­ 
agogues going up and tlown the land, 
and I think they are more numerous 
during tills readjustment after De­ 
war than before, who are try ing to 
stir tip class prejudice and hatreds, 
who will tell y ou that the govern­ 
ment Is run In the Interest of the 
trusts and flit* plutocrats and preda­ 
tory wealth. 
These are their favor­ 
ite expressions- 
that, legislation 1.« 
in the interest of big business, that 
the farmer Is the prey of ail the oth­ 
er classes of the community 
and 
y et y ou will not find any of them 
offering any constructive remedies 
for t lie evils which they magnify 
and appraise. 
It Is true that some 
of them advocate government owner­ 
ship of railroads, banks, mills, grain 
elevators, public utilities of ail kinds 
and what they call essential indus­ 
tries, but wherever this hns been 
tried It lias been found disastrous. 
“The great farming industry , the 
manufacturing 
and 
transportation 
industries, the relenttflc discoveries 
which have made modern progress 
the wonder of the ages, have been 
made possible by the Individual e n­ 
terprise and brains of a free and In­ 
dependent people. 
It Is true that the 
government must see that the people 
have transportation 
facilities 
and 
that these facilities arc not Inter­ 
rupted or destroy ed; that certain es­ 


sential Industries, like the produc­ 
tion of coal, must be carried on an.J 
not lie Interrupted or destroy ed, bu* 
proper regulation of these great in­ 
dustries, combine*) with a reasonable 
degree of freedom 
and 
enterprise, 
will work out the solution of these 
problems. 


Law is Abov e Ev ery Man 
“ One thing must lie understood in 
this country - that the law is abov e 
ev ery man and order must be pre­ 
serv ed, and that 
ev ery 
indiv idual 
must be protected In ills right to la­ 
bor und « -ujoy the fruits of hia in 
duatry . 
No class of men, whether 
capitalists, farmers or laborers, hav e 
a right to set the law at defiance or 
by conspiracy to compel the people 
to bow to their mandates.“ 
Ah agriculture Is the basic Indus­ 
try of Minnesota, 
Mr. Kellogg said, 
he made up his mind when lie first 
went to the senate to giv e first and 
most careful consideration to pro 
blems confronting the farmer.

Senator Kellogg 
discussed legislation 
congress 
has 
passed in the interests of the farm ­ 
ers, and spoke from intim ate kn o w ­ 
ledge, for he had a hand In framing 
all of B, and was the special spoil 


s o t for some of the Im portant bills. 


Mr. Kellogg agreed with President 
Harding, however, that the country 
needs “ more business in government 
and less government in business” and 
decried the tendency to go to the gov­ 
ernment for everything. 


T h a t the government shall go into 
buyin g and selling, or shall issue 
money to relieve hard 
times, 
he 
t erm ed 
“ economic fallacies” often 
dem onstrate d in the history of the 
world. 
Demagogues Active in U. S. 
“ We might as well be honest with 
ourselves,” lie said. 
“ There are d e m ­ 
agogues going up and down the land, 
and I think they are more numerous 
d u rin g this readju stm ent after the 
war th an before, who are trying to 
stir up class prejudice ami hatreds, 
who will tell you th a t the govern­ 
ment Is run In the Interest of the 
trusts and the plutocrats and preda­ 
tory wealth. 
Those are their favor­ 
ite expressions- 
that. legislation is 
iii (hi! interest of hig business, that 
the farm er is the prey of all the o th ­ 
er classes of the com m unity 
and 
yet you will not find any of them 
offering any constructive remedies 
Cor the evils which they magnify 
and appraise. 
It is true th a t some 
of them advocate governm ent o w n er­ 
ship of railroads, banks, mills, grain 
elevators, public utilities of all kinds 
arid what they call essential indus­ 
tries, but 
wherever this has been 
tried it lins been found disastrous. 


“ The great fanning industry, the 
m a n u fa c tu rin g 
and 
transp o rta tio n 
industries, the scientific discoveries 
which have made modern progress 
tile wonder of the ages, have been 
made possible by the individual e n ­ 
terprise H,ml brains of a free and in­ 
dependent people.

to the farmer^ 


Co-operative m ark e tin g bill, au- 
horizing the farmers 
to 
organize 
co-operative m arketing associations 
n order to reduce the cost of mar- 
et ing. 
The packer control law,

The law regulating fu tu re tra d in g 
n grain. 
Bill auth o rizin g the president to 
appoint a representative of a g ric u l­ 
ture on tho Federal Reserve board. 
Federal aid in tile construction of 
highways, from which M in nesota has

paraded as the c*hi< f issue of the cam paign, and when the votes had 
been counted and President H arding was elected i»y an unprece­ 
dented m ajority, it was (Inimed by many o f his supporters that he 
had been elected because of his opposition to the l^nigiie of Nations. 
Later political m ovem ents have proved th<* unwisdom of so pro­ 
nounced an em phasis on this issue; for in the election cam paign, 
Senator Warren G. H arding announced his determ iation to lead 
the United States into an Association of N ations; hut, while many 
votes went to him because of this stand, which w as much more ac­ 
ceptable to many Am ericans than a plunge into the League of N a­ 
tions, which seemed to threaten American initiative, the President 
has not yet made any definite move in the direction of form ing the 
promised Association of N ations. 
And an im partial review of the 
facts leading up to the last presidential election will show conclu­ 
sively that the unprecedented m ajority was the result, not of any 
one issue, but of the reaction of the people of the United States 
against the adm inistration which had been in power during the 
preceding l ight years. 
And no one would claim that W oodrow 
W ilson, much less Governor Cox, could have led the Dem ocratic 
party to victory that year, even though the League of Nations had 
not been mentioned. 
Altogether too much stress is being placed upon m atters which 
ure incidental, compared with the larger programs and purjxwes 
of candidates and parties. 
When such m atters as whether a can­ 
didate voted for or against Trugaagr H. New berry, become the m- 
portant issues o f a cam paign, the lamentable fact stands out that 
the parties to the election are sham efully destitute of a construc­ 
tive program. 
And, probably the chief reason for the petty things, 
compared with the great needs in legislation, which are made the 
cam paign issues today, lies in the bankruptcy o f the parties. 
N either sec ms to have a very clear cut program. 
For this they are 
not altogether to blame, because the world w ar has so cnanged 
the world that, until things settle down, nothing definite can r>e 
accomplished. 
But it m ight be well for the country if som ething 
constructive w as suggested whereby the scttbng a own might be 
helped along. 
Accordingly, there is little justification for the statem ents 
which are so often repeated that the capture of nom inations by 
progressives in the primary elections is evidence of opposition to 
the present adm inistration.

fully realized. 
Therefore, the sw ing of public sentim ent is io oe 
expected. 
And the parading of the Newberry issue clearly shows 
that the voters are thinking less of constructive legislation for 
tom orrow than they are of repudiating someone today.

evitable troubles, resulting from the world war, are laid upon ihe 
shoulders of those who otter them selves as candidates for re-erec­ 
tion. 
This attitude of the public in regrettable.

vent m isfortunes made inevitable through the world w ar; nor 
should a candidate’s claim to the votes of his constituents be based 
upon his attitude in one particular m atter which has come up for 
decision during his past term. 
H is general attitude and program 
should have careful consideration. 
One of the troubles with the country today is the m ultiplicity 
of its blocs. 
If a candidate is right on one issue organizations 
sw ing votes to him w hether or not his stand on other important is­ 
sues is right or wrong. 
When the people return to that normalcy 
in which they will justly appraise a candidate’s general attitude, 
and will not allow organizations to influence them to vote for a 
claim ant because lie is either wet or dry, anti-this or anti-clvat, the 
country w ill be or. the road to better legislation. 
Because a man 
is for or against some particular thing, for exam ple the Bonus 
bill, contains no assurance in itself that he would make a competent 
congressm an or senator.

A lthough many of tiles*' particles 
will pass through the sky. none af 
them will fall to earth, because tin 
air, which heats them

eling from seven to 45 miles. 
If a star is seen suddenly in the 
sky and disappears as quickly as it 
came, it Is a meteor coining directly 
toward the earth instead of eros ■- 
wise.

The last brilliant shower of p e l- 
seids occurred in 1852, and an tu .mr 
is not expected until 1989, according 
to til*' computations bf astonoyners.
